NEW OIILKAXS, October 4.—The los 


of life by the recent storm is something 
appuling. It cannot be estimated, but 
it is believed that over 1000 perished in 
the nwEul disaster. 


Grand Me was swept by a tidal wave 


and all oi the inhabitants drowned. 


Horrible tales have been 
brought 


Irom Chimera of the death and devasta- 
tion wrought by the tidal wave and tor- 
nado. Out of 300 dwellings, but live are 
left standing, and the ground ia covered 
with corpses. As the wind increased i 
severity it picked up roofs as thong 
tiiey had been shaved from the rafters 
witii a great knife. Then the buildings 
began to rock violently and one by oni 
were torn to pieces, crashing down upoi 
and killing the occupants and then rap 
idly drifting away with the terrible cur 
relit sweeping across the land. Tin 
shrieks and groans o! the unfortunate 
were heartrending. 


When daylight broke the picture a 


desolation was awful to behold, duly I 
here and there stood a house. Every- 
where were increlv foundations to mark 
where houses had stuoil. Furniture, 
bedding, clothing, etc., were scattered 
about in promiscuous confusion. Ev- 
erywhere were ghastly faces turned 
tovvird the skirs. Upon many were 
still evidences of the terrible agony they 
suffered before death. 


Borne lost their lives in the wreck of 


their homes, and some were drowned 
after escaping from thoirhouses. Many 
uiortallv wounded lived through the 
night. Cut with nothing to quench their 
thirst and no uicdicalasBistaiicenthand, 
gave up the struggle. 
Chimera was a settlement even more 


thickly populated than Grand Island. 
It comprised a colony of 1400 souls, the 
Spanish race predominating. Hundreds 
of flailing smacks owned by residents 
were either beached or demolished. 


Scores of bodies lying around worn be- 


ginning to show signs of decomposition, 
and for the safety of tho rest ot the col- 
onv it had become necessary to bury 
them immediately. There was no time 
to make Collins, nor material nor imple- 
mcnte, so the living duf; trenches in 
which to dcnoait tho remains. Up lo 12 
o'clock a man named Scliurts assisted 111 
the gruesome task and participated in 
the interment oi not leas than fifty per- 
sona, men, women and children. 


It will never accurately be known 


how many lives were lost. Tlio popula- 
tion of Chimera -was about 1400, and

H is impossible as yet to give the 


liimnciiil loss, but it runs into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. Unless steps 
aro immediately taken for relief it is 
not unlikely that many will perish from 
starvation and thirst. All provisions on 
the island wore swept away.

At a meeting of tlie California State 


Horticultural Society in San Francisco u 
few days ago there was quite u lengthy 
and interesting discussion on the mar- 
keting of fruit. J. S. Stabler of Yuba 
City opened the diecussion: 


''There is one point 011 which i think 


the attention of all fruit growers should 
bo called," ho said. "1 think there te 
a lack of organization. lu every fruit 
growing section, whether large or small, 
there should be a society to regulate the 
general marketing, and the majority of 
the organ'mitkm ought to govern, liy 
this plan petty rivalries will be obviated 
and all will be benefited. Concert of 
action is what is needed. Although the 
decision of tin} majority may not be al- 
ways for the best, yet it is safer to trust 
to them than for one man to depend on 
his own wisdom. 
"In one district where I am acquaint- 


ed tho benefits of organization have 
been distinctly felt. The result is that 
the fruit ia gathered at a convenient 
point of shipment, and baa been well 
handled. Heretofore shipments 
have 


been made in a desultory manner. A 
fruit grower would get a small quantity 
of products together and try to get them 
to market. The result would frequently 
be that he met with loss, and sometimes 
it happened that be never heard of his 
fruit again. 


"This year in the little section that I 


speak of an organization has been at 
work and the effect has been just what 
would be expected. The fruit has been 
shipped in full, square carloads, and lias 
been'shipped to the very best advant- 


"Tho experienced and wealthy grow- 
6 felt the good of the plan i.o well as 
ic smaller growers. One young man 
•ho had never tried fruit growing bc- 
ore found his interests thoroughly pro- 
ected and made :i profit, where if he 
ad been alone he would have suffered 
loss. A widow, who knew nothing 
bout the business, intrusted her fruit 
o the association and got out of it three 
imes as much as if she had attempted 
o handle it herself." 
L, W. Buck, manager of the Oalifor- 
ia Fruit Union, said that Mr. Slablcr 
ad touched the keynote to success. 
)o-operation, local ami state, is needed 
o secure tbe best financial results, 
'"ruit growers are not in the business for 
in. They wanted to make a fair profit 
u the reaping of their products. 
"Mr. Stabler bus already explained 
he benefits of the local organization," 
aid Mr. Buck. "The additional benc- 
t of the stnto organiration is equally 
lanifest. The object is to prevent the 
row-ding of a small market with more 
ruit than it can handle, liy thiH meth- 
'd we keep our fruits from different 
iarts of thu stale on the road for the 
icst open ninrkcls in the country. 


"That advances tho inlerests of all 


ruit growers in the state, for it keeps 
rices up and autl uniform in all dircc- 
ions. it prevents UB from sending fruit 
rom one part of the state to nreak 
lown Ihe market that otherwise would 
xist for the benefit of all." 


13. W. Maslin said that at a recent 


neeting of the State Hoard of Trade W. 
1. Mills suggested that some- of the 
ominon curriers might bo induced to 
extend the field of shipment of fruits. 
Mr. Mai'lin was hopeful that the fruit 
Towers would think this matter of suf-

Collier has charge of the viticultural do- 
>artment and is a busy man. Mr. Wil- 
on is also there and does very well, 
hough I think they made a mistake in 
iofc sending Fowler. 
The Horticultural building is a beau- 


iful structure, a sort of mammoth green 
louse. California is well represented 
herein and certainly makes the fruit 
xhibits of other etates look very insig- 
liiicant, compared with it. The only 
ruit that can compare is the" apple. I 
,ruly believe they raise better apples 
lere than we do out there. 


The next building I visited was the 


Manufacturers' and Liberal Arts build- 
ng. This is the largest edifice in the 
vorld, covering over thirty acres of 
iround and having over forty acres of 
loor space. It took live car loads of 
mils with which to put it together. It 
s three times larger than St. Peters' 
church at Home, four times larger than 
.he Colibuum, and the great pyramid 
could be put into it.Jeaviug the galleries 
intouchcd. It contains just what its 
mine signifies—manufactured products 
n an artistic line, or such machinery 
Hint does artistic work. 


Theru »re exhibited here all kinds of 


mving machines and the beautiful work 
.urned out by them. One of tho finest 
naehincs is a new patent eel f-th read ing 


ichine. It is constructed so that all 


vou have to do is lo put Ihe thread in a 
sort of catch and it threads itself. 
It, is 


jll done by a peculiar sort of needle, 
which goes "into Ihe cloth threaded every 
time and comes out unthreaded. They 
mve it run at tho rate of 2000 stitches a 
ninute, and it never skips a stitch. Tho 
irfiingemcnt is an attachment and can 
)0 put on any machine. It is not yet on 
:he market, but probably will bu be-fore 
Lhe year ia over. 


Tho center of attraction in tho ulec- 
icity building is a tower, exhibited by
